Crawford was accompanied by 
Robert Nelson, 121 East Pomona 
street. 

"When we saw this car coming,” 
she said, "we thought at first 
maybe it was the police, but we 
were driving all right and kept on 
going. The car drove up along¬ 
side us and we stopped. Then 
Mr. Morre jumped out, and the 
two men with us got out and 
talked to him. 

“He Shot Once” 

"I saw him pointing a gun, and 
the next thing he shot once and 
jumped in his car and got away. 
We got the fellow that was shot 
into the car as best we could and 
then took him to the county hos¬ 
pital.” 

The two women had gone to the 
dance, according to Mrs. Crawford,

Important phases of irrigation as 
known by every rancher, but 
worth repeating especially at a 
time of unusual moisture condi¬ 
tions. 

Ground “Reservoir” 
Stressing the function of the 
ground as a "reservoir for water 
storage," the speaker recalled that 
“the soil is also a storage reservoir 
for air and that a fluctuating 
water condition is desirable around 
the roots of the orange trees " 
Mentioning the fact that irriga¬ 
tion is not primarily to keep the 
soil wet, but to overcome unfavor¬ 
able drouth, Mr. Schoonover em¬ 
phasized the fact that "it is of 
little value to irrigate soil that is 
already wet, as it can only hold 
a certain amount of moisture in 
its storage capacity. 

“Trees can only extract from 
the soil about one-half of the 
water that is given to it.” con¬ 
tinued the speaker, "so once the 
ground is saturated to capacity, 
the only water that need be added 
is the amount which has been 
taken up by the trees." 

Compares Soils 

Touching the relative moisture 
extraction ability of different 
trees, Mr. Schoonover declared 
that “there are groves in Orange 
county that will not dry until next 
July even if they have no more 
irrigation applied to them, or are 
not benefited by any more rain¬ 
fall.” In explaining basis for his 
prediction, the speaker said the 
windstorm of a few months ago 
"so stripped the trees of foliage 
that they will not be physiological¬ 
ly able to draw the moisture from 
the soil which is at this time avail¬ 
able for use." 

Mr. Schoonover compared the 
moisture holding properties of 
sandy, medium loam and clay 
soils. 

“It will take one gallon of water 
to wet a cubic foot of sandy soil,” 
he said, "while a medium loam will 
require two gallons of water for 
the same amount of soil, and a 
clay will take three gallons of 
water to wet a cubic foot of it." 

Opposes Over-Irrigation 
The speaker warned against 
over-irrigation during dry years, 
and told of the tendency of ranch¬ 
ers to put off irrigating as long 
as possible during such periods 
and then using too much water 
when they finally start irrigating. 

Wahlberg announced a. walnut 
growers’ Institute to be held Sat¬ 
urday In Santa Ana, a vegetable 
growers' school to be called next 
Tuesday in Santa Ana, a meeting 
of bee men to be held next Satur¬ 
day, and a bean and beet growers’ 
group which is to meet on Feb. 22, 
in Santa Ana.

T. E. Stephenson blew the dust 
from the long-forgotten court rec¬ 
ords at San Diego and brought to 
light a neglected but dramatic 
story of friendship between Pio 
Pico, the last Mexican governor 
of California, and Don Juan For¬ 
ster. famous pioneer of San Juan 
Capistrano. But it was a friend¬ 
ship that turned to bitterness and 
hate — a friendship that was 
wrecked on the rocks of usurious 
interest, a mortgage and a mis¬ 
understanding over sale of the 
vast Santa Margarita ranch. 

Mr. Stephenson, president of the 
Orange County Historical society, 
wrote the story and it was pub¬ 
lished in the last quarterly of the 
Historical Society of Southern 
California, of which he is a mem¬ 
ber. The next quarterly will be 
devoted to a continuation of the 
narrative, dug from records of the 
famous land fight between Pico 
and Forster in the San Diego dis¬ 
trict court. 

Four Characters 

In telling his story Mr. Stephen¬ 
son brought to life four major 
characters —Pico and Forster, An¬ 
dres Pico, brother of Pio and com¬ 
mander of the Californians in the 
battle of San Pasqual, and Dona 
Margarita Baca de Pico. She was 
the widow of Jose Antonio Pico. 
A host of other well known char¬ 
acters played parts in the drama, 
including Judge Benjamin Hayes 
and Major Horace Bell, both of 
whom have left historical records 
of their times. 

John Forster, Mr. Stephenson 
relates, arrived at Mazatlan, Mex¬ 
ico, in 1831, came to California in 
1833 and soon married Ysidora 
Pico, sister of Pio, Andres and 
Jose Antonio Pico. In 1844 he 
came to San Juan Capistrano and 
became a great cattleman. 

A deep, warm friendship de¬ 
veloped between Forster and Pio 
Pico. They were brothers-in-law. 
The bonds of their friendship were 
made closer by the church. 

Vast Ranch Granted 

In 1841 Pio and Andres Pico 
acquired the Santa Margarita 
ranch under a grant from Gov. 
Juan B. Alvarado—a vast ranch 
of 133,440 acres on the northern 
border of San Diego county. But 
financial troubles came in the 
early sixties. Andres was hard 
pressed by creditors. Interest at 


3 per cent a month ruined him. In 
those days mortgage foreclosure 
was a tragic specter. It usually 
meant also a deficiency judgment 
so large that after losing his land 
the debtor still owed as much as 
he did before. Fear of his cred¬ 
itors caused Andres to deed his 
half of the ranch to Pio in 1862. 

But dark days loomed ahead for 
Pio, too. Pioche and Bayerque, 
San Francisco money lenders, de¬ 
manded a $43,972.30 balance due 
on their loan. Pio Pico offered to 
deed them the ranch and 5000 
head of stock. The offer was re¬ 
fused. To prevent foreclosure, 
Forster assumed the debt, took a 
deed to the ranch and a bill of 
sale for 1500 head of cattle and 
140 horses He moved to the 
ranch and built an adobe home 
there. 

Still Friends 

At this time the friendship be¬ 
tween Forster and Pico was still 
unspoiled. But later Forster heard 
Pico was claiming he only gave 
Forster half the ranch—and that 
was the half of his brother Andres. 
The last Mexican governor of 
California was reported to have 
said he signed the deed without 
knowing the whole ranch was in¬ 
volved. 

And then Andres came forward 
with a claim. He contended that 
only half the ranch had been sold 
to Forster—and that this half was 
not his half but that of his broth¬ 
er Pio. In addition, it was ru¬ 
mored that Dona Margarita Baca 
de Pico, widow of Jose Antonio 
Pico, now was claiming a one- 
quarter interest in the ranch. 

Thus relatives of Juan Forster's 
wife were claiming five-fourths 
of the ranch when he himself 
thought he had acquired it all. 

Bitterness and Hate 

Angry words followed. Bitter¬ 
ness and hate. The matter went to 
court. Forster won, and kept his 
advantage when the matter went 
to the state supreme court on ap¬ 
peal. But the friendship of Pio 
Pico and Don Juan Forster was 
lost. 

Six heirs of Juan Forster, 
grandchildren, reside in Orange 
county. They are John. Frank and 
Marquitos Forster and Mrs. Cor- 
nelio Echenique of San Juan Cap¬ 
istrano, Mrs. T. L. McFadden of 
Placentia, and George Forster of 
Fullerton. Buddy Forster, former 
U. C. L. A. football player, is the 
son of George Forster.

How goes the sports world on 
the other side of the globe? 

Even if you and I have diffi¬ 
culty just now in raising our 
thoughts from $2 Santa Anita 
mutuel tickets, both of us at 
some time or other have been 
unhappy at the scant reports of 
how athletes fare in such spots 
as London, Berlin and Gay Pa- 
ree. Flimsy rumors of great 
fighters, news stories that seem 
to be circumventing some mys¬ 
terious thought, sometimes a 
deadly silence from across the 
seas, only arose your suspicions 
and mine. Especially so is this 
true of Paris. Europe's boxing 
capital. 

Today, then, Column Left 
goes abroad; to Paris for a first 
hand glimpse of sports there. 

Our informant is Sam Bottler, 
colored Orange county athlete; 
his news comes to us via Carl 
Fisher, ace Journal linotyper, 
who was kind enough to ask 
Rottler for his impressions of 
Paris sports just for the benefit 
of this column.

Bottler is now on a round-the- 
world tour with Mr and Mrs. 

C C. Sinnott, retired Montana 
ranchers who now call San Cle¬ 
mente home. 

A versatile man is Mr Bot¬ 
tler. On this journey he acts 
as valet and secretary to Mr. 
Sirinott, finds time to do some 
fighting, play tennis and appear 
in British motion pictures. For 
the past six months he has been 
in Paris, working in an Alexan¬ 
der Korda production. "The 
Prince of the Desert.” Sam is 
the prince and the picture will 
soon come to America. 

Few years ago Jack Dempsey 
took a liking to Sam's fighting 
prowess; Sam had two profes¬ 
sional fights, trimming the Mexi¬ 
can middleweight champion. Al¬ 
fredo Gaeona in his last. 

Dempsey went to no ends to 
teach him the finer points of the 
manly art of self-defense, Demp¬ 
sey predicted that Sam would be 
middleweight champ should he 
decide to train in earnest and 
take a liking to the professional 
game. The squabble with Sam's 
trainer seemed to have taken all 
the sap and confidence out of the 
lari. 

Sam was quite a runner also; 
he broke the world's 440 high 
school record, which still stands, 
at 47:3-5. Verifications can be 
obtained from Mr. Newton at 
Spaulding's Athletic Store in L A 
Also broke the 220. hut this has 
since been made to look like a 
snail's pace, as Sam tells it. 

While in San Clemente a few I 
years ago Sam organized a tennis j 
club for the school children and 
met with much success. Sam is a 
tennis player of no mean ability. 

And now you can read Sam s 
letter for yourself: 

In my estimation there are a 
few (in fact, about five) good 
boxers in France. But even so. 
these boys are not as good as our 
0th to 11th class ranking I've 
seen some raw decisions given in 
the United States, but none to I 
compare with these over here. | 
and especially if the opposing 
boxer is a foreigner. 

"About the rawest decision was 
that given Lou Brouillard I>ou 
is, and always was, a very clean 
fighter In his fight here with 
the French champion it was as 
clean a knockout as ever was I 
was sitting at ringside and would 
not be defending Lou if It was 
not thus Even the former 
French heavyweight, Georges 
Carpentier, made a statement to 
this effect. So there is hardly a 
chance for any foreigner, espe¬ 
cially an American boxer, get¬ 
ting a fair decision, even if he 
sc ores a clean knockout. There 
is always the foul these yellow 
French frogs ran claim. 

"I was training at the same 
gym with Marcel Thil, not for a 
fight, but just to keep in condi¬ 
tion. as I had a bit of fighting 
to do in the picture that I was 
working in. I knocked him down 
twice in the first round and his 
manager made us quit. I got 
into an argument with his man¬ 
ager. who is a big bruiser, and 
was forced to knock him com¬ 
pletely out. I predicted that Lou 
Brouillard would knock Thil's 
can off. which he did, but was 
not given credit for it. 

"Joe Louis is an idol over here, 
but there is not enough money 
over here to guarantee him what 
he is getting in the States But 
according to Sparrow Robinson, 
sports editor of the New York 
Tribune. Paris Edition. Joe Ixiuls 
is the best of the present BUM 
crop of American heavyweights, 
and he is under the impression !

Price and contract disputes be¬ 
tween tomato growers and toma¬ 
to canners will come to a head 
Feb. 20, 21 and 22. when the as¬ 
sembly interim committee on ag¬ 
ricultural marketing problems 
meets in Los Angeles, Assembly- 
man James Utt, Santa Ana, said ! 
today. 

The dispute over prices paid by 
canners to growers, and contract 
terms used, was begun by the 
newly-formed Orange County 
Vegetable Growers association 
about two months ago. when 
members of the association de¬ 
manded a roadside price of $15 
a ton for their crop this year, 
as opposed to the S10 a ton price 
paid in 1935. 

A compromise offer of $12 a 
ton is not acceptable to the grow¬ 
ers, and further negotiations in 
an attempt to establish a price 
have been unsuccessful. 

Trouble on Form 

"The root of the trouble." Mr. 
Utt commented, "seems to be 
in the form of contract used, 
which is drawn by the canners 
and favors them in almost every 
particular. That is, of course, out¬ 
side of the price dispute, which 
seems to hinge around market¬ 
ing possibilities. 

"The contract form generally in 
use at the present time allows 
the canner the option cl accept¬ 
ing or rejecting tomatoes deliv¬ 
ered at its door, regardless of 
whether or not they have been 
contracted for. 

“Grading regulations set last 
year are so flexible that almost 
any crop can be rejected, bought 
at a dollar a ton and destroyed, 
if the packer desires Ostensible 
reasons, of course, are for health 
sake, but actually market condi¬ 
tions govern the decision.” 

Farm bureau contract forms, on 
the other hand, he admitted, place 
■ almost too much stress on the 
"rights" of the grower. They 
j would hold the canner to an agree¬ 
ment as to how many tomatoes 
should be purchased, the time of 
acceptance and the price to be 
paid. 

The assembly interim commit¬ 
tee, Mr. Utt said, will devote con¬ 
siderable time to attempting to 
evoke a compromise contract 
form, and a price mutually agree¬ 
able to both grower and packer. 

To Call Witnesses 

Members of the Orange county 
association will be subpoenaed to 
! testify to grievances before the 
committee, Mr. Utt said, and 
packers' representatives will be 
asked to attend the meeting. 

Officials of the Orange county 
farm bureau will attend the meet¬ 
ing, as will Von T. Ellsworth, 
research expert of the California 
Farm Bureau federation, in the 
interests of the growers.

These for 
the most part have apparently set¬ 
tled down, he said, and unless they 
are caught in a violation of the 
law they will not be molested by 
the sheriff s office. 

“We stand ready, however," he 
said, “to give adequate policing 
and protection to all parts of the 
county, and will watch diligently 
for any increase in the transient 
problem."

This series already has outlined

| is none, legally Although the 
j Salvation Army will give a man 
a meal and bed, and a sick person 
will not be turned away by the 
I county welfare department, the 
transient in Santa Ana must go 
home or go hungry. 

The National Welfare associa¬ 
tion, blaming the present cri¬ 
sis in the transient problem on 
the "prolonged depression." says 
the condition is a magnification 
of a labor problem which always 
has existed: "namely the need in 
this county of a fluid labor re¬ 
serve in order that the needs of 
of seasonal industries might be 
met." The present problem also, 
the association says, "has brought 
into sharp relief our archaic and 
inequitable state laws of legal set¬ 
tlement which deprive people of 
a right to assistance." 

An Employment Problem 

In a brief just released, the 
association affirms that the "prob¬ 
lem of the transient is one of 
employment and the wise use of 
labor at an adequate wage, rather 
than of relief, that it is inter¬ 
state. and that its solution is fun¬ 
damentally a federal responsibili¬ 
ty, because of its interstate char¬ 
acter.” 

The federal government, in es¬ 
tablishing its work camps, of 
which there are three in Orange 
county, seems to have recognized 
this fact. The camps actually 
carry out a recommendation of 
the association that relief be con¬ 
ducted with federal funds admin¬ 
istered through state agencies. 

The government also is plan¬ 
ning, we are told, some provision 
to be made for the care of in¬ 
digent transient families and 
women A transient relief pro¬ 
gram is envisaged, according to 
the association, entailing inter¬ 
city, inter-county and inter-state 
cooperation, under federal man¬ 
agement 

Hope for Answer 

Eventually we may hope to find 
a comprehensive transient serv¬ 
ice set up by the federal gov¬

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New to The World 

S OMETHING a bit new in educational methods will 
make a bow to the world Saturday when the Bowers 
museum opens here. Believing that museums can be 
improved as centers for diffusion of knowledge, officials 
of the new institution have a plan by which they expect 
to give true life and meaning to what otherwise might be 
a dead collection of art, and scientific and natural 
objects. 

Instead of presenting an aimless assortment of 
curiosities and bric-a-brac, the new museum will offer a 
continual series of exhibitions and lectures dealing with 
historical, national, artistic, and scientific subjects. 

Most interesting things obtainable will be shown and 
explained by accomplished students. A wealth of ma¬ 
terial is expected to flow in from gifts and loans by 
individuals and other museums. These w'!l be exhibited 
for a while, and then replaced by something else equally 
as attractive—so that the museum will never become 
merely a warehouse for the accumulation of dusty curios, 
but will always be a living, alluring source of knowledge. 

There will be some permanent displays, of course. But 
these will deal principally with Orange county, its 
fascinating pioneer history, and abundant resources and 
industries. 

Attention is being given, too, to proper display and 
cataloguing of exhibits, to their housing and preservation, 
and to lighting, comfort, and ventilation in the new 
structure. 

The Bowers museum will not be a Louvre, Smithsonian 
institute, or a Field Museum. But in time it may come 
to mean to Santa Ana and Orange county what those 
famous institutions mean to the communities where they 
are located. 

Operation of the local museum on this new, en¬ 
lightened basis no doubt will add much to public good 
and will prove a fruitful source of amusement and in¬ 
struction for the whole community. And as its usefulness 
grows, so will grow the minds of the grownups and 
youngsters who profit through its services. 

Indeed, the keen brains and generous hearts which 
are making possible the museum and its new method may 
perhaps be starting a movement that will spread around 
the world.

A Blow To Fascism 

T HE SPIRIT of fascist dictatorship in this country was 
dealt a major blow by this week’s supreme court 
decision holding unconstitutional a Huey Long act passed 
by the Louisiana legislature that imposed a discrimina¬ 
tory tax on newspaper advertising. 

Because, the tax had just one aim; namely, to under¬ 
mine and weaken the principle of freedom of the press. 

It had been imposed by Long in retaliation against 13 
Louisiana newspapers, owned by nine publishers, which 
were opposing the high-handed tactics of the Kingfish. 

Had this law been allowed to stand, the first step 
would have been taken for the eventually complete 
muzzling of newspapers, magazines, publications of every 
sort. While this would have been a serious blow to every 
publisher, it would have been a catastrophe for the 
American system of government, and a death warrant 
for American liberties of every sort. 

Naturally, as the supreme court decision makes clear, 
newspaper publishers must expect to pay all ordinary and 
proper taxes such as are imposed on business generally 
for the support of the government. But special, discrimi¬ 
natory taxes, under this ruling, cannot be imposed as a 
“deliberate and calculated device—to limit the circulation 
of information to which the public is entitled in virtue of 
the constitutional guaranties.” 

Justice George Sutherland, writing the opinion, aptly 
adds: “A free press stands as one of the great interpret¬ 
ers between the government and the people. To allow it 
to be fettered is to fetter ourselves.” 

What Los Angeles should work for is a constitu¬ 
tional amendment making poverty a crime. It’s not 
a crime now, but it might as well be. 

Conquering the Insect 

P EOPLE who occasionally shudder at the idea that the 
insects will banish man from the world eventually 
might take a look at what is happening in Hawaii. There, 
as in the West, the black widow spider became a menace. 

The black widow, besides being dangerous to human 
life, was attacking sugar cane and causing heavy losses. 
Scientists hunted around and in Guatemala discovered 
a giant frog, Bufo Marinus. They boxed up Bufo in 
quantities and took him over to Hawaii. 

Old man Bufo got to work with great vigor and 
enthusiasm. More than 2,000,000 of him are at work in 
sugar plantations and the black widows are disappearing 
Of course, after Bufo cleans up the insects, some¬ 
body will have to decide how he’s going to be fed. But 
he may solve the problem himself by dying out, from 
starvation. 

The point of the story, of course, is that human 
brains are smarter than insect brains, and so will survive. 
It was not always so. Insects defeated French brains in 
Panama —but American brains beat them.
